As we informed our readers in yesterday's 
fwone: of the Gazette: of the arrival by the 
Sir Lancelot of a number of ocean waits 
who had been picked up by that vessel in 
Pit’s Passage, we now give the etory of the 


t Uhable-to.manage. the vessel her sails wore 


detachod group.of islands not far from the 
-main-land. Five men hore went in ahoat 
to ondeayonr to find a river, as well as to, 
seo if tho’ country looked inviting for 
prospecting. Not finding any river, aud 
not liking the look of tho country, the ex- 
plorers returned to the Dove. Hero again 
tho natives appeured and proved to be very 
friondly, trading frecly, exchanging pigs," 
cocoanuta, potatocs, lananns: and other 
frujt and y-getubles for old ‘hoop iron, 
(which savages aro proverbially very fond 
of), beads and such like trinkets.” é 
_Un the 12th the vessel .procecdéd on titre 
way along the coast. Shortly after leaving, 
their troubles commenced; and five of the 
mon fell sick with fover, |, Tho-vessel’s head 
was. put to the north in anticipation of 
falling in with o river, or at all ovonts a 
good harbour where they might safely re- 
main and recruit. However tho sicknoss 
of the ‘Men inereasad until all hands, the 
captain a3 well as tho reat, wore laid up, 


clewed«up and sho lay to for a fortnight, 
during which time two of tho men ‘suc- 
oambed to. the fever and were buried by 
their comrades in thodgep.

On castingimgehor in Threshold Bay the 
Malays and natives cume on board to trade. 
Finding the-helpless condition of the crew 
‘the natives planned an ottack upol tho 
vessel, which they carried into oxecution on 
the second night. Foiring no treachery, 
and exhausted by sickness and fatigue, the 
orow were in their bunks seokiitg rebt, when 
about two o’clook in tho morning they were 
aroused: to o scnse ofjtheir danger by the 
barking: ond yelling of some dogs chained 
forward, The natives had come cautiously 
upon the vessel, and.clambered ovor tho |. 
bows without being seen, but as soon, a3 
they set foot upor tho duck the dogs barked 
furiously, and were at‘once attacked by the 
natives with spears.. Hloaring noise, and 
having an instinctive knowlodge of the cause 
of it, those mon who were able to raiso a 
rifle or point a revolver at once rushed on 
foe and a furious struggle ensued. The" 
Ausky outlines of a number ,of the naked 
cannibal were observed forward and formed 
marke for the rifles ond revolvers of the 
diggere; while tho air was rent with their 
savage yells, For iibout fivo minutes it was 
uncertain which way the tide of battle would 
flow, as the natives harled spears’ and shot 
arrows with great rapidity and force. A 
apear ponetrated the Heshy part .of tho 
mate's arm, passing through it and entering 
his side. However the natives retired, with 
a yell, leaving the prospectors masters of 
the field. Thankful for their escape, and 
considering the’ place unsafe for a further 
stay, sail was seb and the Dove proceeded to 
sea. It was anticipated that there were 
about fifteen canoes engaged in the attack, 
each holding from four to six men, though 
probably not more than a dozen men boarded 
the schooner. ‘Lo make more suro of. their. 
intended victims, thosavages had despatched 
a canoo in advance of the main party. with 
the object of seuttling the vessel, On ar 
‘riving alongside theso worthics attompted 
to make a holo in the schooner, cloge to the 
water edge, and it wus found out tho next 
day that they had nearly accomplished their 
Urpose. : ;
